Tho veto of the bill relating to military 


interference nt the polls is finished nnd will 
be ready lo send to the house tomorrow 
afternoon. The two main grounds are thnt 
the bill repeals, or rather nullifies, for all 
days of general or special elections in the 
several states, laws of great importance, 
which confer the right npon the President 
to use the militia, tbo army and the navy in 
enforcing lows nnd preserving ponce.

1795, ]E07, 18523, and July 13, 18C2. 'Each 
of these laws was passed to meet incipient 
rebellion, nud to enable tbo President to

A MILL THAT HUNS WITHOUT OPERATIVES. 
Some time ngo mention was made of a 


certain machine for making yam nud "dia- 
mond cord," said to bo in operation iu tbo 
Bradford diatriot, England, which is entirely 
automatic iu its working, nud needing atten- 
tion only to renew tho supply of raw mate- 
rial or lubricate tho different purls. 
Such a 


a statement, although tnkou from one of the 
lending English trade papers, seemed so sur- 
prising thnl it appeared to need confirma- 
tion, nnd wo have, therefore,-summarized 
the foots given below from other responsible 
sources. 


In what nro known ns Oak Mills, near 


Low Moor, Eug., there are a number of the 
runohiuos referred to running one hundred 
aud thirty-two hours per weok, requiring 
attention but onco every 48 hours aud pro- 
duciug beautiful fabrics, without any Haw 
iu the goods or irregularity in tho machine. 
Tbo most important part of tbe announce- 
ment is that gooda produced by this inven- 
tion, which, boforo its introduction sold nt 
.12 6s. (Id. aro now selling nt .£1 4s. 
The 


machines cnn work ns well iu the dark as iu 
tho light, nud were, according to last ac- 
counts, employed in manufacturing dia- 
mond yarn, capable of boiug used for a va- 
riety of purposes, such ns for piece goods, 
scarfs, ladies shawls, neckties, trimmings, 
oto. 
Tho yarn is produced with n combina- 


tion of colors, all of which aro distinct nud 
may bo mado of any hind of material. 
Tho 


single threads used aro so lino as to pro- 
duce twenty thousand yards to the ounce, 
nud thoy cnn bo increased iu thickness so 
as to woigb ouo hundred yards to [ho ounce. 
Tho goods aro produced so cheaply thnt 
they find n good nnd proUtnblo market in 
Pnris, ivhoro previously thoy could not bo 
sold, owing to tho high Frouoh tariff. 


With reference to tho manufacture of 


yarn, it is slated lhat one girl, paid at the 
rate of 14 shillings per weok, can produce 
ouo thousand pounds' sterling worth of 
those yarns in sis days. In foot Inhor cnn 
hardly bo anid lo bo nn appreciable itoui 
in tbo cost of tho goods produced. Tho 
width of tho trimmings manufactured for 
ladies' drosses, etc., varies from A inch to !) 
inches, while oue girl cau produce JUOO 
worth of these iu n weok against £"> worth, 
tho mnko of an ordinary weaving shed for 
the same time. 


The proprietor declares that, when ho 


first beguu tho making of this class of 
gooda, ho paid about .MOO per week in 
wages ; but, with his now machinery, ho 
pays scarcely anything, nnd now mnkoafour 
times the variety, at tho same timo com- 
manding a much Inrger trade. Somo three 
or four thousnud combinations aro capable 
of being produced the snrno dny. 
Silk 


spools, containing all shades of colors, aro 
pegged nud rondy for the innohinos, nnd nro 
so arranged thnt they can ho instantly 
changed in tho process of manufacture. In 
oue day n girl cnu prepare warps sufficient 
to supply tho machines for forty-eight 
hours, during which timo thoy require no 
attention. 


If this piece of uifinhnniRin really deserves 


all that ia claimed for it, it must revolution- 
ize- tho branches of manufacture in which it 
is ougaged. The facts aro certainly rather 
astonishing, but thoy aro vouched for by 
competent authorities, and wo give thorn 
for what thoy aro worth.

No man in his senses will think of hold- 


ing the adveutists responsible for tbo Froe- 
inan murder in Pooasset. Such an act is 
not traceable to Adventist doctrines more 
than to any others. Fanatics are found 
among believers of all creeds, and they exist 
among politicians, philosophers, and scien- 
tists, as well as among religionists. 
It is 


well known that as notable examples of 
mental aberration may ho found in the one 
case as in the other. Indeed a larger pro- 
portion of suicides and murders annually 
occur among literary men and students than 
among those who give their minds especial- 
ly to religious subjects. 


But in the cose before us it was charged 


that the whole Adveutist society approved, 
or at least tolerated, Freeman's act. That 
some of them did so is fully established, but 
the testimony taken before the trial justice 
shows that this does not apply to all of tbe 
party, a portion of whom claim to have con- 
demned the net from tbe first. That this 
view of the case is accepted is evident from 
the announcement tlngl no further arrests 
will be made.
